ब 18९6 the honour to submit a report on the 
search for manuscripts during the year 4882-83 and 
on the state of the collections at present in my 
charge 


EXPENDITURE. 


From the beginning of the official year to about 
the middle of September last [ was in sole charge 
of the operations in connection with the search. 
Thereafter, the work, as well as the funds, were 

` divided between Professor Peterson and myself. 
Out of the grant of Rs. 8,000 I had up to September | 
spent Rs. 2,500, and the balance, after deducting © 
Rs. 548 which had to be set apart for inscriptions, 
was Rs. 4,952. Out of this one-half or Rs. 2,476 
was placed at the disposal of Professor Peterson 
and the other half was entrusted tome. Of this 
I spent Rs. 2,455-0-6, so that, in all, my expenses 
during the year amounted to Rs. 4,955-0-6. Ma- 
nuscripts of the value of Rs. 489-0-9 paid for out 
of this amount were, as stated in the last year’s 
report, included in the list then submitted, wherefore 
the results now to be reported have cost Government 
Rs. 4,515-15-9. Of this amount Rs. °3,473-13-0 
- were paid for the 772 manuscripts entered in the

accompanying list, and the remainder, Rs. 1,042-2-9, 
was spent on the salaries and travelling expenses” 
of the agents and 8528778 employed for collecting ` 
manuscripts and cataloguing private libraries, 

Number of manuscripts purchased in Gujarat and 
the Maratha Country.—The catalogue which forms — 
Appendix J. of this report is divided into two 
sections, in the first of which are entered manuscripts ` 
collected in Gujarat and in the second those pur- 
chased in the Maratha Country. The Gujarat 
section comprises Nos. 1—486 and the other, Nos. 
487—772. I will now give a brief analysis of the 
collection noticing all the particulars of a literary 
and historical importance which from a hasty exami- 
nation of the manuscripts I have been able to 
gather. ; 


CLASS I.—VEDAS. 


Under the head of Vedas including Upanishads 
are entered two complete copies of the Vajasaneya 
Sarnhitd, one in each section, (Nos. 12, 13 and 495), — 
and one of the Pada text of the Kanva 5809 of 
that Veda, (No. 489). Nos. 3 and 4 are complete 
copies of two of the four principal song-books of 
the Sima Veda. We have also in this class mg nu- 
scripts of eight out of the fourteen Kandas or divi- 
sions of the Satapatha Brahmana and double copies 
of some of them. No. 14 is a copy of a part of 
Uata’s Bhashya or commentary on the Vajasaneya 
Samhita. The fragment begins in the middle of — 
Chapter II. and extends up to about the end of _ 
Chapter XXI; but ४ good many intermediate leaves _ 
are wanting. No. 16 is a copy of the latter part of 
the same work and begins with Chapter XIX. and 
comes down to the end, one intermediate leaf only 
being lost. This was transcribed in the Samvat 
year 1431 corresponding to 1375 4.2, and 18 one of 
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the oldest paper manuscripts we possess. No. 14, 
and No. 15, which is another fragment of the first 
part extending from Chapters XII. to XVIII., also 
look as old if not older, though they bear no date 
The date of No. 16 itself shows that Uata or Uvata 
the author, must have flourished at least five hun- 
dred years ago; but there is a statement in that 
1 manuscript as well as in No. 14 
Uata’s date. which enables us to determine 
the precise period when he 
lived. In the colophon of manuscripts ofthis author’s 
works and at the end of some of the chapters a 
couplet occurs, in the first line of which the name 
of his father is given as Vajrata and the nlace where 
he lived as Anandapura. The sense of ‘She second 
line of the couplet as it usually occurs in manuscripts 
of the Mantrabhashya is: ‘this commentary on the 
Mantras was composed after a mature deliberation 
of [the sense of | words and sentences.” But in the 
manuscripts [ am speaking about, instead of the 
words in Italics we have in several places ‘ while 
Bhoja was ruling over the earth” or ^^ while Bhoja 
was governing his kingdom.” Anandapura has been 
identified with Vadanagar in Upper Gujarat, and 
though Hwan Thsang, the Chinese traveller, tells 
us that in his time the district in which the town 
was situated formed part of the kingdom of Malva 
still it is questionable whether the town belonged to 
the kings of that country in the time of Bhoja, espe- 
cially since a powerful kingdom had been establish- 
ed, a good many years before Bhoja came to the 
throne, at Anahilapattana not far from Vadanagar 
But the point is placed beyond doubt by another 
couplet occurring at the end of the tenth Chapter 
of No. 14, in which Uata tells us that ‘‘ he composed 
the Mantrabhishya while living in Avanti and while 
Bhoja was ruling over the country.” This shows 
that though Vajrata, the father of our author, 
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lived at Anandapura, Uata himself lived in Malva 
at the time when he wrote his work. The Bhoja 
therefore mentioned by him must undoubtedly be 
the celebrated prince of that name who ruled over 
the country from about 996 to 1051 4. 7, (See 4. 
Appendix IT.) 


No. 487 is entitled Ashtottarasatopanishad or the 
hundred and eight Upanishads. 
‘The original Upanishads form- 
ed parts of the Vedas and these are really works of 
great antiquity ; but treatises of this nature gradual- 
ly multiplied, many of them being devoted to the 
exaltation sof particular deities and to the further- 
ance of such other sectarian objects. Most of them 
are referred to the Atharva Veda, a circumstance 
partially due to the fact that the literature belonging 
to this Veda was not clearly defined and specified 
by the ancient scholars of ‘India. The number of 
Upanishads extant is now estimated at about 250. 
But at some period which cannot be very distant, 
108 of these were chosen as the best and their 
‘names given in one of them entitled Muktikopani- 
shad and their study enjoined. The Upanishads in 
our No. 487 are the same as those mentioned in the 
Muktikopanishad and are written and arranged ex- 
actly in the same order. But out of the 108, two— 
the Taittiriya and the Mantrika—have dropped out 
somehow, though their names are given in the table 
of contents attached to the manuscript. No. 10 in — 
the Gujarat section also contains thirty-six treatises 
of this class and some of them are different from 
those enumerated in the Muktikopanishad. Lists 
of the Upanishads occurring in these two manu- 
scripts are given in Appendix 11. (See B). Besides 
these we have detached copies of several of them. 
It is not often that so many Upanishads are found in 
a single collection of manuscripts. 


Upanishads. 
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CLASS IL—VEDANGAS AND SACRIFICIAL 
MANUALS. 


In the class of Vedangas and Sacrificial Prayogas 
or Manuals there is in the Gujarat section a copy of 


` Devayajiika’s Bhashya or commentary on the Anu- 


kramanika of the Vajasaneya Samhita, (No. 25), and 
in the Maratha section a copy of two chapters of his 
commentary on Katydyana’s sacrificial Sfitras, (Nos. 
504 and 505). Of this last a copy of four chapters 
was procured by me last year. There is also a 
manuscript of the first three chapters of another 
Bhashya on this 078 by an author whose name is 
not given. Last year’s collection contained copies 
of the commentaries of Karka, Gadadhara, and 
Harihara, on Paraskara’s Grihya 90178 and this year 
one of Jayardma’s commentary on the same, (No. 


512), has been added. There are manuscripts of 


dependent treatises also such as the Pratijha Sutra, 
the Bhashika 9118, Yajfiavalkya Siksha, &c., (Nos. 
26, 28, and 513—521). In the Maratha section 
there are manuscripts of several sacrificial Manuals 


belonging principally to the Vajasaneya Sakha, 
(०8. 522—541). 


- CLASS IIL.—ITIHASAS, PURANAS, MAHATMYAS 
3 AND STOTRAS. 


The object in making collections of manuscripts 
is, [ apprehend, not only to procure copies of rare 
works but also to secure materials for critical editions 
of such as though not rare are of great importance, 
or for the determination of the correct text of any 
particular passage in them whenever a weighty issue 
hangsonit. Jn making my purchases I have always 
this object in view. In the department of 1111४888 
and Puranas therefore I have on no occasion rejected 
a good manuscript of the whole or a portion of the 


` Mahabharata offered for sale, though the work has 
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been printed once in Calcutta and twice in Bombay. 
But in all cases I paid a good deal less than 
the ordinary price. One copy of the Mahabharata 
was purchased in 1879 at the rate of one rupee 4 
for a thousand Slokas, and a copy of each of ten 1 
books of the epic with commentaries at the rate — 
of Rs. 1-8-0.. In this year’s collection in the 
Gujarat section there are manuscripts of eleven 
books, two of which from the dates given in the 
colophon appear to be 300 years old. The others 

` also look as old though they bear no dates. They 

were paid for at the rate of Rs. 1-8-0; (Nos. 56— 

67.) In the Maratha section there is a copy of the “4 
whole of the Mahabharata with the exception of the 
Santiparven or the twelfth book, and a copy of the 
Harivamsa; (Nos. 565, 566 and 579), These are a 
about two hundred years old, andthe price paid was = ` 
Rs. 1-12-0 per thousand, which was the uniform 
rate at which a large lot of manuscripts was pur- 
chased at Nasik. In this class there are 8180 manu- 
scripts of the Vasishtha Ramayana, the Markandeya, 
the Vishnu and the Vamana Puranas, and of a good 
many Mahdtmyas of shrines or rivers, such as the _ 
Mahatmya of Jagannatha in Orissa, of which we “3 
have two copies, one engraved on Tala leaves and 
the other written on paper, and the Prabhaisa ` 
Mahatmy 


CLASS IV.—DHARMASASTRA OR RELIGIOUS 
AND CIVIL LAW. 


As belonging to the Smriti branch of the litera- 
ture of the Hindu Law, religious and civil, I have 
to announce the acquisition of a valuable comment- 
ary on the Manu Smriti by Raghavananda, (No. 110). 
There are also old copies of the Yajhavalkya 
Smriti and of Vijhanesvara’s commentary on it, the 
Mitakshara, one of which was transcribed in Samvat 
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1535 or 1479 . ^.7., that is more than 400 years 


ago, (No. 106). We have a somewhat mutilated 


- manuscript of a work entitled Jfdnabhdskara, 


(Nos. 96-97), which consists of a dialogue between — 
Sarya, the Sun deity, and Aruna, his charioteer, 
and another of that part of it which treats of the 
duties of widows. Of digests and manuals, which 
form an extensive branch of the modern literature 


of the subject we have an old copy of the Madana- 


10111818, (No. 599), which is considered a work of 
much importance, and treatises on the domestic 
rites of the followers of the White Yajurveda 
entitled Sarnskarabhaskara, (Nos. 115 and 611), 
by Khandabhatta, the son of Maytregvara, and 
Sathskarapaddhati, (Nos. 114 and 610), by Gangé- 
dhara. Madanaparijdita is so called because its 
author Visvesvara was patronized by a prince named 
Madanapala whose history is given in the introduce 
tion tothe work. ‘This introduction Professor Auf- 
recht gives in his notice of the work in the Oxford 
Catalogue. Nos. 614, 615, and 618 are comment- 
aries on works detailing the duties of the followers 
of Madhva, the originals of which were written by 
Madhvacharya himself. The last of these manu- 
scripts contains the original also. Nos. 616 and 617 
also belong to that sect. Besides other works 
which are well known we have a large number of 
manuscripts of rituals employed on special occasions. 


- CLASS V.—POEMS, PLAYS, FABLES, &e. 


Among the poems and plays and the comment- 
aries thereon collected this year may be mentioned 
a large fragment of Kkanatha’s commentary on the 
Kiratarjuniya, (No. 136), eleven cantos of the 


` RaghuvarhSadarpana by Hemdadri, (No. 161), an 


anonymous commentary on the first eight cantos 


of the Kumarasathbhava, (No. 139), four different 
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glosses on the Meghadita, (Nos. 157—160), a com- 
plete copy of a commentary on the Naishadhiya by 
Narahari, (No. 146), two commentaries on the 
Khandaprasasti, (Nos. 140 and 620), two old copies 
of Kadambari, (Nos. 134 and 135), a manuscript of 
the Pafichatantra more than five hundred years old, 
(No. 147), and two poems entitled Rukminisayvijaya 
and Tirthaprabandha by Vadirajatirtha with com- 
mentaries, (Nos. 622, 623, 632 and 633). There is 
a copy of the Madhvavijaya or the triumphant 
career of Madhva, (No. 627); but several of its 
leaves are missing. The last three works belong 
to the Madhva sect, and Vadiraja, said to be the 
same as Kavindra, was one of Anandatirtha’s suc- 
cessors, being the eighth in the list given in Ap- 
pendix II. He died in 1261 Saka or 1889 ap. 
(C., Appendix IT.) 

One of the commentaries on the KhandapraSasti 
is by Gunavinaya, a Jaina, and 
the other by Gangadasa, who 
in a Stanza at the end of each 
section gives Pochiya as the name of his father and 
Mahalakshmi as that of his mother. He assumed 
the name of Jiidndnanda after he had renounced the 
world and become a samnydsin or recluse. The 
stanza 18 given by Professor Aufrecht in his notice 
of this work; but it is worthy of observation that 
the line in which his haying become a recluse is 
mentioned occurs for the first time in the stanza at 
the end of his commentary on the Rama avatdra, or 
the seventh incarnation of Vishnu, so that he seems 
to have assumed that condition after he had finished 
his commentary on the first six avataras or incarna- 
tions ; (See D., Appendix II). The commentary on 
the Naishadhiya also contains at the end of each 
canto a stanza in which the author gives his name 
as Narahari and states that he was the son of one 
Svayambha ^ whose feet were incessantly adored by

*‘He was the son of Jdlaya (?) whose fame was 
sung by a host of bards and who was a praiseworthy 
offshoot of the Taka race.”

manuscript. ‘There is also a fragment of a com- 
mentary on the Siddhintakaumudi, (No. 189), by 
an author 107 much known named Ramakrishna- 
bhatta. The works of Bhattojidikshita and Nagoji- 
 bhatta with their commentaries, which, along with 
a portion of the Mahabhashya, areexclusively studied 
by modern Pandits who devote themselves to gram- 
mar, are also well represented in this year’s collec- 
tion as they were in last year’s. Of works belonging 
to other systems of grammar we have Bopadeva’s 
Kayikalpadruma and a voluminous commentary on 
` the Sarasvata by Ramabhatta, the son of Narasithha, 
and another entitled Saradipika, both of which how- 
_ ever are incomplete, (Nos. 193 and 194). 


CLASS VIL—KOSAS OR LEXICONS. ` 


Among the {९0588 or lexicons collected this year 
there is a manuscript of Halayudha, four hundred 
years old, (No. 645), and a copy of the Anekartha- 
tilaka by Mahipa, (No. 202). In the Gujarat section 
there is a manuscript entitled Anekarthadhvani- 
majfijari, (No. 199), and in the Maratha section, 
-another entitled Nandrthamafiyari, (No. 648). On 
examination I. find that they are both copies of the 
same work. In-No. 199, the name of the author is 
given as Mahdchhapanaka, chha being put for ksha, 
and the work is referred to the Kasmir dmndya or

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Kasmir literature. In the group of Jaina works there 
is a copy of the Siddhasabdarnava by Sahajakirti, a 
lexicon that is quoted by Mallinatha and mentioned 
by other writers, (No. 466). 


CLASS VIII.—POETICS AND METRICS. 


In the class of Poetics and Metrics we have a 
mutilated copy of a work unknown before entitled 
Kavydlarnkaragisuprabodha by Pufijaraja, (No. 210), 
an old manuscript of Rudrabhatta’s Sringdratilaka,

CLASS X.—VEDANTA.

as Vikramaditya, Vinayaditya, and Vijayaditya. But 
the sovereignty of the country was wrested from 
them by another family known by the name of the 
Rashtrakitas before the Saka year 675 or 758 A.D. ; 
while Sathkardcharya, the preceptor of our author’s 
teacher SureSvara, 18 said to have been born in 710 
Saka or 785 a.p. The Chalukyas, however, were 
not exterminated by the Rashtrakitas and they 
probably governed a small province as their de- 
pendents. But our information with ‘regard to 
them after the extinction of their power is very 
scanty. There were two princes among them of the 
name of Vikramaditya, and perhaps Sarvajhatman 
alludes to one of these. If, however, the description 
given by him is considered hardly applicable to a 
_ minor chief and the family of Manu spoken of by 
_ him was really the early Chalukya dynasty, Sarnkara- 
charya's date must be pushed backwards to about 
the year 680 a.p. so as to place his grandpupil in 
the reign of at least the last king whose name 
terminated in the word Aditya, viz., Vikramaditya 
` II. Vikramaditya 11. ceased to reign in Saka 669 
or A.D. 747. If, on the other hand, we place Sarva- 
jhatman in the reign of the first prince whose name 
terminated in the word Aditya, 7. e. Vikramaditya 
I., who was a powerful monarch and who ceased to 
reign in Saka 601 or 679 a. D., Sathkardcharya must 
be referred to about the end of the sixth century.

The system founded by Anandatirtha is so bitterly 
hostile to that of Sathkaracharya that its followers 
consider the latter teacher to be an incarnation of 
a Daitya or demon whose object was to deceive 
mankind. According to Sarhkara’s system the world 
is an unreality and the only reality is an uncondi- 

tioned and blissful soul. All

ई feeling, even the sense of indi- 
viduality, and the external world, arise from the de- 
velopment of a certain principle which consists of 
ignorance and which represents the soul as otherwise 
than what it really is and generates mere appearances.

solved, and being free from all misery, it resumes its 
pristine condition.

The Vedanta has what are called three Pras- 
thanas or sources (literally, 
starting points), viz. the Upani- 
shads, the Brahmasttra by Badarayana, and the 
Bhagavadgité and ` इल other episodes from the 
Mahabharata and the Purinas. Hence itis necessary 
that each system should have its own way of inter- 
preting these treatises; and accordingly each has 
its own Bhashyas or authoritative commentaries on 
them. The works of Sarhkaricharya on these three 
sets of originals existing in our collection have been 
noticed, and I shall now proceed to examine those ` 
of Anandatirtha. Out of the 
forty-four works mentioned 
above seven are Anandatirtha's 
Bhashyas on seven of the principal Upanishads, two 
of them. having glosses by two of his successors. 
Our manuscript of the Bhashya on the Brihadaran- 
yaka, which 18 the largest of the 
Upanishads, is incomplete. We 
havea copy of Anandatirthas 
Bhashya on the Brahmasttra, (Nos. 704—706) 
of what is called his Anuvydkhyana of it which 
is of the nature of an independent treatise expound- 
ing the contents of the Sttra, (No. 709), and of the 
Anubhashya ora summary of the Sttra, (No. 708) 
Anandatirtha’s treatises are generally very short 
but there are large commentaries on them, princi- 
pally by Jayatirtha, the sixth 
in the succession list who died 
in 1190 Saka or 1268 4.7. Jayatirtha’s name before 
he was raised to the pontifical seat was Dhondo 
Raghunatha, and he was a native of Mangalavedherh 
near Pandharpur. In the collection there are ma- 
nuscripts of Jayatirtha’s commentary on the Brah- 
11188119, Bhashya entitled Tattvaprakasiké, (No.

No. 713 is a copy of the Bhavaprakasa, 
a commentary by Nrisuiha on the last of Ananda- 
tirtha’s works on the Brahmasttra, the Anubhashya 
The works in our collection of 
Anandatirtha’s school on the 
third source of the Vedanta are 
three, viz., a commentary on the Bhagavadgita 
(No. 677), not by Anandatirtha but by Vidyadhiraja, 
the immediate successor of Jayatirtha, who died in 
1254 Saka or 1832 a.p., Anandatirtha’s Bharata- 
atparyanirnayanyayasatneraha, (No. 712), and a 
small fragment of his Bhigavatatatparyanirnaya 
(No. 711). Of the independent 
works of Madhvacharya we 
have ten with the commentaries 
of Jayatirtha and in some cases a gloss on these 
latter by Vyasatirtha. One of the most important of 
these is the Vishnutattvanirnaya, of Jayatirtha’s 
commentary on which we have two copies, (Nos. 719 
—721). Two more works of Anandatirtha have 
been noticed ;in ‘connection with Dharmasastra, 80 | 
that we have copies of twenty-four out of the

in the north. There is not much difference be- ` 
tween the doctrines of these teachers. According ` 


to them there is a unity of substance as well as 
plurality. The individual souls and the manimate 
world form one substance with God m so far as he 
animates them. He is the soul of our souls and the 
soul of the world, and these are his body; and as 
the human soul with the human body forms one in- 
dividual, so does the supreme soul with his body, viz., 
the world and the dependent souls, form one sub- 
stance. ‘Thus we have unity. But plurality also is 
true in so {81 88 the distinction between the three— 
the supreme soul, the dependent souls, and the 
world—is never obliterated. Practically, Ramanuja 
enjoins the worship of Narayana generally, but 


Nimbarka seems to have attached particular import- 


ance to the Krishna incarnation and in this respect 
was a precursor of Vallabhicharya. We have. no

The founder of the Nyaya system was Gautama 
of whose Siitra No. 748 is a 
copy. The Bhashya or author-

But to attain this they have 
invented a very difficult and artificial terminology 
and by its means seek to define every thing they 
are concerned with in their branch of learning in a 
manner to obviate all possible objections, howsoever. 
flimsy and ridiculous. Their definitions have thus 
become unwieldy and usually consist of an ex- 
tremely long compound and are unintelligible to 
all except the initiated. Still the end they seek to 
attain is good, and their method is to a certain 
extent worthy of adoption, especially in its applica- 
tion to grammar or to the accurate determination 
of the sense of words and sentences, (Sabdakhanda). 
Whatever is useful in their mode of treatment can 
however be acquired by studying the little manuals

The 
pedigree of the author is given in the colophon, but — 
the reading 18 very corrupt and what appears likely——— 
is this.

The last ; “kee 

transcribed fora Parsi ४0181878 important work, the 

in A.D. 1430 Ashtaéngayogahridaya, which 

however 13 incomplete. The 

last manuscript was caused to be transcribed in the 


Sarhvat year 1486 or 1430 a.p. at Bhrigukshetra or 
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Bharoch by Arddhasera (Ardesar) who was a learned 
Adhyaru or priest of the Parasika race for his son to 
study. This shows that about four hundred and fifty 
years ago Parsi priests valued and cultivated the 
study of Sanskrit lore (CC.1, Appendix II.) There 
are several other smaller treatises,and among themmay 
be mentioned two copies of Bo- 
padeva’s Satasloki and another 
of his commentary on the work, which however wants 
a few leaves, (Nos. 378+380). Bopadeva, as is well 
known, was the son of Kesava and pupil of 1180688. 
He was patronized by Hemadri, the minister of — 
Mahadeva, the Yadava king of Devagiri. This fact 
is however mentioned not in his medical treatises 
but in the Harililé, a summary of the Bhagavata. 
At the end of the Satasgloki it is stated that both 
Bopadeva’s father and teacher lived at a place called 
Sartha situated on the banks of the Varadd. Bopa- 
deva therefore was a native of Berar. (DD., 
Appendix 11.}. 
CLASS XIV.—TANTRIKA LITERATURE. 

Of the Tantrika literature we have manuscrspts of 
two Tantras, the Sivarahasya and the Gautamiya- 
mahatantra, (Nos. 400, 401, and 385). The rest are 
digests or extracts from some of the larger ‘l'antras, 
one of the former being the Tantrasdra by Krishna- 
nandabhattacharya, (No. 388). 

CLASS XV.—ART. 

There are copies of four works on _ technical 
subjects. Two of these are on architecture, one 
entitled Rajavallabhamandana, (No. 404), and the 
other Vastumandana, (No. 405). In the colophon 
of the first it is stated that Mandana, a Stitradhara 
or architect, who was in the 
service of Kumbhakarna, king 
of Medapata, composed the work, and by his devotion 
to Ganapati and to his teacher and the propitiation

Mandana’s works. 
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of the Goddess of Learning he expounded the “art 
of building as taught by the Munis;”’ (HE., Appen- 
Medaka tatrociaed dix II.). Medapata is Mevad, 
Be 10 of Meyad. and a king of the name of Kum- 
ho ruled over the country 
according to Tod from 1419 to 1469 a.v. He hada 
taste for the arts and constructed many temples as 
well as strongholds. It is not unlikely, therefore, 
he had in his service persons who had read the 
literature of architecture and could compose such 
treatises as the one under notice. Vastumandana 
also is ascribed to Mandana, and it 18 stated that he 
wrote this work at the request of his son Devasirmha. 
He is here spoken of as the son of Kshetra; (FF., 
Appendix I1.). ; 
The third work entitled Kundamartanda treats 
of the construction of altars 
according to the Sulva 80188 
composed by the Rishis of old. 
The author is Govinda who was the son of Gadadhara 
and lived at Junnar. ‘he manuscript contains a 
commentary by Ananta, the son of Siddhesvara. 
The original was composed in 1613 Saka or 1691 
A.D. and the commentary in 1614 Saka or 1692 
A.D., (No. 770). 


‘The last of the four is a commentary on the Sath- 
oitaratnakara, (No. 406). ` The 
manuscript 18 inabad condition, 
the edges of all the leaves 
being torn off and the writing on a good many having 
faded away. The commentary is attributed to a king 
of the name of Singa, who is spoken of as the supreme 
sovereign of the Andhracircle. Who this Singa was 
it is difficult to say ; but it 18 not unlikely that he was 
the Yadava prince Singhana who reigned at Devagiri. |

Under tke heading ‘ Miscellaneous’’ there are

torical importance. It is entitled Lekhapafichasika, ` 


or fifty letters or deeds, (No. 410). he author’s 
name 18 not given at the end and the first leaf is 
missing. ‘The work contains forms of letters, deeds, 


patents, bonds, &c., and is divided into two parts. 


The names being variable are in most cased re- 
presented by the word amuka, 2.५. ‘‘a certain one” 
or ndmandmatah, ९.९. ^ ए a certain name.” The 
date, however, used in the forms which constitute 
the second part is Monday the 15th of the hght half 
of Vaisdkha, Sammvat 1288, except in one case where 
it is the 3rd of that half. This date is meant of 
course to serve as an example; but the author’s 
having used that in particular may safely be regard- 
ed as showing that he wrote 
his work in Samvat 1288, 7.e. 
in 1232 4.7. The manuscript 
itself was transcribed in 1536 Sarhvat or 1480 a.p.

This agrees with the genealogy given by other 
writers. Bhimadeva was the reigning sovereign in 
Sarhvat 1288 according to them also, and we see that 
Lavanaprasida, whose grandson Visaladeva finally 
took possession of the throne at Anahilapattana, had 
at that time acquired sufficient influence to be con- 
sidered worthy of being introduced as the grantor of 
a village. He appears to have been the de facto 
sovereign of Gujarat at the time. (HH., Appendix 
II.) 


Another such deed in the work before us is a 
treaty of alliance between Sith- 
hanadeva who is styled Mahd- 
rdjddhirdja or king of kings 
१.९. paramount sovereign, and 
Lavanyaprasida who is called a Mahdmandalesvara, 


between Singhanadeva 
and Lavanaprasada. 
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The place where the treaty is concluded is the 
victorious camp’’ and the provisions are that ^“ each 
of these two princes should confine himself to 
his own country as before; neither of them should 
invade the territories of the other; if a powerful 
enemy attacked either of them they should both 
undertake a joint expedition against him; if only 
the general of an enemy did so, troops should be sent 
to encounter him; and if a prince from the country of 
either fled into that of the other taking away a 
certain valuable-thing he should not be allowed 
quarter and the thing removed by him should be 
16810764. Singhana whois also called Sihana was 
the most powerful of the Yadava princes of Devagiri 
and reigrfed from 1131 to 1169 Saka or 1209 to 
1247 ^.7. He invaded Gujarat twice at least, once 
in the time of Lavanaprasada and on another occa- 
sion when his grandson Visaladeva was on the throne. 
Of the first invasion SomeSvara gives a graphic _ 
account in his Kirtikaumudi. All Gujarat was 
terrified when the intelligence of Singhana’s. march 
against the country was received, and Lavanapra- 
sida and his son Viradhavala proceeded at &066 to 
meet him. But being attacked from behind by four 
princes of Marvad and abandoned by the chiefs of 
Godraha and Lita, the father and son retreated. 
The army of Singhana, however, did not advance. 
But SomeSvara does not give us any reason fur- 
ther than what is involved in the observation, 
which is simply rhetorical and not historical, that ` 
*‘ deer do not follow the path of a lion even when he > 
has abandoned it.” The reason, however, 18 supplied 
by the document before us. Though the object of 
our author was to give the form of a treaty of 
alliance, he could not have thought of using the names 
of Singhana and Lavanaprasada unless such a treaty 
had been actually concluded between them, and it 
should be remembered that Singhana’s inyasion of 
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Gujarat must have taken place but a short time before 
the composition of the treatise. Instead of giving a 
blank form, therefore, the author must be supposed 
to have here placed before us what might 06 ` consi- 
dered a specimen of a treaty. Singhana, therefore, 
did not advanee when Lavanaprasida and his son 
retreated, because the two latter had submitted to 
him and concluded a treaty of alliance. (DD., 
Appendix IT.) 

No. 409 18 a work composed by one Dalapatiraya 
for a prince named Madhava- 
81111118, who is styled Sarva- 
bhauma er “paramount 
` 80876111. It contains forms of letters and orders 
from a king to his subordinates written 0 Sanskrit 
according to the manner prevalent among Maho- 
medans and also Sanskrit equivalents of Mahomedan 
political terms.

colophon Madhavasimha the 
Sarvabhauma appears to have been Saviéi Madhav- 
rav or Madhavrav IL of the Peshwa dynasty

eharya, who was a celebrated teacher of that sect 
The Stktamuktavali of Somaprabhacharya, (No. 469), 
may also be mentioned in this connection. Somapra- 
ध bhacharya represents himself 
Siktamukigvalt, + 0 be the pupil of Vijayasimha 
who occupied the seat of High-

commentary by Harshakirti, 
(Nos. 439 and 440), all of which belong to the bran- 
ehes of Lexicography and Grammar. In the Vritti 
er commentary on his Dhatupatha, Harshakirti 
gives the senses as well as the verbal and other 
forms of the several roots quoting the Sarasvata 
01788, and sometimes mentions idiomatic modes of 
expression. The work thus resembles, to some | 
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extent, Madhava’s Dhatuvritti. Harshakirti was the 
High-priest of the Nagapuriya branch of the Tapiga- 
chchha and was the pupil of Chandrakirti. He 
mentions the following eminent persons belonging 
to his sect who were honoured by kings and 
-emperors :— 


(1) Jayasekhara, who was adored by Hammira 

(2) Vajrasena, to whom at the suggestion of Sihada 
the emperor Allavadi gave a valuable garment 
and Pharmana (firman) in the town of Runa, 

(3) Ratnasekhara, to whom Perojasahi gave 
valuable garments 

(4) Harhsakirti, a Pathaka or reader, whose great- 
ness was manifested before Sahi Sikandara 

(5) Anandaraya, who obtained the titlé of Raya 
from Humatuh 

(6) Chandrakirti, highly honoured by Sahi Salema 

(7) Padmasundaragani, who defeated a great 
Pandit in argument at the court of Akbar 
and was rewarded by the emperor with a 
garment, a village, an easy chair (sukhasana) 
and other things 

(8) Pachcha, a Pathaka, honoured by Maladeva, 
king of the Hindus at Yodhapura (Jodhpur) 


Of these Hammira was the celebrated Chohan 
prince who ruled over Mevad from 1301 to 1365 4.9. 
and successfully resisted the encroachments of the 
Mahommedans. Allavadi must be Allauddin Khilji 
who occupied the throne of Delhi from 1295 to 
1316 A.D. Perojasahi must be Pheroz Shah Taghlak 
who reigned from 1321 to 1388 a.p., and Sahi Sikan- 
dara, Sikandar Shah Lodi (1488-—1518 ^. p.). 
Humayun’s first reign extended from 1530 to 1540 

0. ; Salem Shah (1545—15535 4.7.) was one of the 
Delhi emperors who ruled during the period of his 
humiliation, and Akbar, the celebrated Mogul prince, 
reigned from 1556 to 1605 4.0. Maladeva was a

prince of the Rathor family who reigned at Jodhpur 
from 1532 to 1583 a.p. Chandrakirti who was 
honoured by Salem Shah was our author’s teacher ; 
(MM., Appendix IT.}. 


(^ Plays.—No. 418 is a copy of the first act of the 
Karptiramafijari, a dramatic 
| _ play in the Prakrit in four acts, 
and No. 419 of the second act. In the colophon 
of both manuscripts the play is ascribed to a Va- 
chanacharya, pupil of Jinasagara, who 18 styled the 
€ sun in the sky of Kharatana.” Jinasaigara was 
the first High-priest of a new branch of the Kha- 
ratara sect which was established in Samvat 1686 or 
1630 a. 7. ` (ind. “Ant., Vol. XI po 2509 ee 
Karptramafiyjari, however, of which we have two 
acts here, 1s the same as that written by Rajasekhara 
the preceptor of Mahendrapala, who flourished about 
the tenth century, and even his name is mentioned 
in the introduction.

| 0. Historical, Biographical and Legendary Works. 
—Among works of a historical, biographical, and 
legendary nature we have Merutunga’s Bhojapra- 
bandha, (No. 450), Rajavallabha’s Bhojacharitra 
(No. 449), Sumatigani’s Lives of certain Jaina High- 
priests, (No. 426), originally forming part of his 
Vritti or exposition of Jinadatta’s Ganadharasardha- 
gataka, a Gurvavali or succession hst of teachers, 
(No. 427), Parsvandthacharitra, (No. 444), Pandava- 
charitra, (No. 443), Ramacharitra (No. 452), &c. 
In the Bhojaprabandha, Merutunga states that in 
Samvat 1078 when Bhoja ruled 
Merutunga’s Bhoja- over the Malava circle, Bhima, - 
aah ig cr Bred the paramount sovereign of the 
ate. 
Chalukya race, governed 
Gujarat. This cannot be the date of Bhoja’s ac- 
cession. According both to Merutuiga and Raja- 
vallabha, Mufija, the uncle and predecessor of Bhoja, 
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crossed the Godavari against the counsel of his aged 
minister Rudraditya and invaded the dominions of 
Tailapa, the founder of the later Chalukya dynasty - 
of the Dekkan. He was defeated and taken prisoner. 
At first he was well treated by his captor, but when 
secret intrigues for his release were discovered, — 
Tailapa subjected him to indignities and put him 
to death. This last fact is mentioned in Tailapa’s 
inscriptions also. Now Tailapa, we know, died in 
920 Saka or after 919 years of the era had elapsed. 
This corresponds to 998 a.D., wherefore Mufija must 
have been slain by Tailapa before that year. A Jaina 
author named Amitagati tells us at the end of his ` 
Subhashitaratnasarhdoha, as was first pointed out 
by Colebrooke, that he wrote or compiled the work in 
Sarhvat 1050 or. 994 ^.7. while Mufja was’ reigning 
at Dhardé. (NN., Appendix II.). Mufija therefore 
must have been put to death by Tailapa between 
994 and 998 a.p., or about the year 996. Bhoja was 
crowned king after him, and since he 18 said to have 
reigned for fifty-five years, he must have died 
about 1051 ^.7. | 
Sumatigani was a pupil of Jinapatistri, the forty- 
EAS é sixth head of the Kharatara- 
+ 6109 gachchha, who died in 1277 
yess Preis 2 Sathvat or 12291 ^.7. His work* 
| contains an account of the lives 
of Vardhamana, JineSvara, Jinachandra, Abhaya- 
deva, Jinavallabha, and Jinadatta, who were the 
High-priests of the sect successively. In the account 
of Vardhamana that sage is represented to have gone 
५ to the court of Durlabha, the 
Ce se Chanlukya king of Anahila- 
pattana, who reigned from 1010 to 1022 a.p. and held

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adebate with the Chaityavasins or thoseJainateachers 
who advocated the propriety of a residence in temples. 
His opponent was Stracharya, with whom however he 
did not hold a controversy in person but directed his 
pupil JineSvara to do so. Vardbamana was victori- 
ous and was highly honoured by the king, whereupon 
the Chaityavasins left the town. JineSvara had the 
title Kharatara (^^ very keen’’) given to him on the 
, occasion of the debate, and when he succeeded his 
master Vardhamana, it became the name of the 
Gachchha or sect which he led. JineSvara is repre- 
sented to have gone on some 
occasion to AsApalli and Dindi- 
yanaka on visitation. At the former place he com- 
posed in Sarhvat 1092 or 1036 4.7. a kathd (“ story’) 
entitled Lilavati. When he was at Dindiyanaka he 
asked of the Chaityavasins of the place for the loan 
of some book which on account of their disagreeable 
relations with him they refused. He then wrote the 
Kathanakakosa in the four rainy months, composing 
during the last two watches of the night as much as 
was necessary to read to his audience the next

JineSvara. 


Jinachandra succeeded JineSvara. He composed 
the Sathvegarangasala contain- - 
4 ing 18,000 6101788 in Chhatra- 
vallipuri in 98111587 1125. In Javalipura he explain- 
ed the Gatha beginning with Chivandanamdvasyaya, 
and the doctrines taught by him were noted down 
by a pupil and embodied in a tract entitled Dina- 
charya containing 300 Slokas. Jinachandra’s succes- 
1 sor was Abhayadevasiri, the 
bret author of Vrittis or comments 
on nine of the Angas of the Jainas. A long story is 
related as to how he was led to compose these com- 
mentaries. He had been afflicted with an incurable 
disease that rendered him unfit for any work of the 
kind ; but a certain deity appeared to him ina dream 
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and directed him to go to Stambhanakapura (Cam- 
bay ?) where there was an image of Pargvandtha. He 
went there, bowed down betore the image, and com- 
posed while standing the Namaskaradvatrimsik& or 
“ thirty-two bows,’ beginning with Jayatihuyana. 
The last two of these stanzas he was obliged to omit 
at the request of the deities, so that the Stotra or 
hymn now contains thirty only. 

The next head of the Gachchha was Jinavallabha. 
He had the eight grammars of 
Panini and others by heart and 
was conversant with the Mahaikavyas or great poems, 
Meghadtita and others, as well as all the other kavyas 
or poems, with the works on poetics of Rudrata, 
Udbhata, Dandin, # 21181189, Bhdmaha, and others, 
the eighty-four dramatic plays, the whole of the 
Jyotihsastra, all metrical works such as those of ` 
Jayadeva and others, the Anek&ntajayapataka of 
Abhayadeva and other works that expounded the 
doctrines of Jinendra (४.९. Jainism), and with works 
of other systems of philosophy such as the Nyaya 
treatises 'arkakandali and Kirandvyali, and Samka- 
ranandana and Kamalagila. He was regarded as a 
man of learning at Chitrakita (Chittor), and many 
people, even such as belonged to other systems of 
religion, resorted to him and got their doubts cleared ; 
(OO., Appendix II.). Jinavallabha caused temples 
of Mahavira and Parsvanatha to be constructed at 
Chitrakfta and of Neminatha at Nagapura and Nara- 
varapuri. On one occasion two Pandits from a foreign 
country went to the court of Naravarman, the 
grandson of Bhoja, at Dhara, and proposed some 
poetic riddle, which the Pandits of Narvarman were 
not able to solve. At the suggestion of a courtier 
the riddle was sent by the king to Jinavallabha, who 
solved it at once, and the solution was sent to Nara- 
varman with all despatch. On this account, when 
after some time Jinavallabha went to Dhara, Nara- 


Jinavallabha. 
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varman received him with great honour and offered 
him 8 large sum of money. ‘This he declined to accept, 
but asked the king to make some endowment to the 
temples constructed at Chitraktita. Naravarman 
died in 1190 Sazhvat or 1184 a.p. according to an 
inscription deciphered by Colebrooke. The installa- 
tion of Jinavallabha in the place of Abhayadeva took 
place after he had done all that is related above. 


He did not long survive this event, having died six — 


months after in the last quarter of the night on the 
twelfth of the dark half of Kartika in Sathvat 1167, 
१.९. 1111 a.p. He wrote the following works :—(1)

ee He was the son of Bahadadevi 

and Vachhika, and was born in 98170९8) 1132 or 
1076 a.p. He read his एकौ यै, at the Dharmasala 
of Bhavadachirya and was taught all the Siddhantas 
by Harisihacharya. He was installed in Jinaval- 
labha’s place at Chitrakita by Devabhadricharya. 


On one occasion he went to Ajayameru (Ajmir), 


where he was well received by Arno, the king of the — 


country. At the request of the Srdvakas of the 
place the king granted a site for Jaina temples, and 
on asecond visit Jinadatta laid the foundation stones. 
He made many converts to Jainism as well as to his 
particular sect. He wrote the Ganadharasaptati for 
exorcising 8 man possessed by a ghost and also a 
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Chachchari on the precepts engraved by Jinavallabha 
on the walls of certain temples. He once went to 
Naravara and thence to Tribhuvanagiri where he 
preached the truth to king Kumiarapala. 

Besides the works named above Sumatigani 
quotes from or refers to the following :—Pravacha- 
nasira, a Smriti, Bharatasdstra, Damadhydya, a 
Prayoga, Avasyakachtirni, DaSavaikaélika, Chitrakt- 
tiyaprasasti by Jinavallabha, and Upadegamalé. He 
also quotes some verses which are now found in the 
Pafichatantra. 

The Ramacharitra in prose was composed by 
Devayijayagani, pupil of Raja- 
vijayastri, who himself was a 
pupil of Vijayadanasiri, the Yugapradhang or head 
of the Tapigachchha. It was written at Srimala- 
pura in. Marusthali or Marvad in the year 1652 
Samvat or 1596 4.7. in the reign of Akbar. The 
author tells us that in the composition of his work 
he followed Hemachandra’s Ramayana and that he 
wrote it in prose, though there was a Ramacharitra 
in verse in the Prakrit as well as Sanskrit, to divert 
himself and also to put an end to his Karman. (QQ, 
Appendix 11.).

He was a man of learning and 
great intelligence and did very good service. He 
possessed much influence with the people at Nasik 
and hence was able to examine for us so many col- 
lections at the place. Otherwise the jealousy as 
regards one’s literary treasures is still so strong that 
it would not have been possible to do that amount 
of work there 


Account of the Manuscripts in the Government 
Collections.—I will close this report by a short ac- 
count of the present state of the collections 170 my 
charge. The following table will show the number 
of manuscripts collected for Government each year 
since 1868-69 and the number lent to scholars and 
forwarded to Germany to be catalogued according 
to Professor Kielhorn’s scheme :—

The earliest paper manuscript in the collection 
was transcribed in 1876 Sarhvat, 
| corresponding to 1320 A.D., 
and there are eight bearing dates from 1426 to 
1454 Savavat, z.e. from 1370 to 1398 a.p. There are 
48 transcribed in the first half of the fifteenth cen- 
tury of the Christian era and 91 in the latter half. 
` In some of the published lists an earlier date than 
1376 Sathvat occurs against one or two manu- 
scripts ; and one is represented to have been tran- 
scribed in Sathvat 1401. I have examined the 
manuscripts themselves and found all these entries 
to be erroneous. I have however not been able to 
examine one manuscript the date of which is in 
the list given as 1415 Sathvat, as it has been lent. 
The rest of the dated manuscripts were transcribed 
after the close of the fifteenth century. 


Manuscripts written on palm-leaves are found in 
. Gujarat and Marvad, principally at Cambay, Patan,

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and Jesalmir. From the above statement it is clear 
that in Gujarat and Marvad palm-leaves were used 
as a writing material before the introduction of 
paper. ‘The earliest palm-leaf manuscript we pos- 
8688 was, it will be seen, written in 1082 A.p., and 
our earliest paper manuscript in 1320 4.7. So far 
as our present researches go, therefore, paper. did 
not come into use till the beginning of the four- 
teenth century; and since our latest palm-leaf 
manuscript is dated 1450 Sarhvat or 1394 A.d., it 
appears that palm-leaves continued. to be used 88 
well as paper till about the end of that century

Naraharitirtha was sent to Jagannatha, in Orissa, to bring 
the original idol of Rama and 8119. Anandatirtha went 


from country to country putting down the advocates of | 


the doctrine of Maya and others and established the 
Vaishnava creed. He died on the 9th of the light half 


of Magha in 1120 Saka current and the Pingala Sam- — 
vatsara, having raised Padmanabhatirtha to the seat of ` 


Pontiff in the presence of all his disciples. -
